In view of the fact that exhibits from the leading dairy 
farms of the United States—and for that matter of the en- 
tire world, as no other country excels us in dairying ex- 
cellence—were arrayed against each other in this national 
competition, and considering that the California products 
were over a week old and had been shipped 2500 miles, 
these records are the more unusual. 

Briefly, California is on her way to grab off more than 
a proportionate share of the national dairying honors 
yearly distributed, and, from an impartial viewpoint, it 
looks as if it will take a vast amount of beating to subdue 
There always will exist a very keen 
demand for dairy products 
throughout the Coast coun- 
try. Heretofore, the ratio 
between the increasing 
population and the number 
of commercial dairy herds 
has not been properly ad- 
justed. Potentially how- 
ever, the dairying  in- 
dustry expands and the 
quantity and quality of 
dairy herds are improved, 
it is anticipated that some- 
thing like a balance will be 
established between  pro- 
duction and consumption.

EW farmers realize the importance of making a start 
F with good livestock even though but one or two good 

cows are secured. The possibilities of development 
ne good cow is well illustrated on the farm of Sam 
Andrist, of Mantorville, Dodge County, Minnesota. Twenty- 
two years ago, Mr. Andrist purchased his first purebred 
cow. She was Cushman Clothilde 86644, born April 3, 
1896. She was three years old and had already dropped 
one calf. Mr. Andrist knew little about the cow at the 
time of purchase except that she was sired by Duke Clo- 
thilde 7th. known locally as an exceptionally good sire. 

Looking up her 
pedigree years 
afterwards he 
found that her 
dam, Pauline 
Cushman 8555, 
was a grand 
daughter of a 
famous old bull, 
Netherland 
Prince, and that 
the sire was 
closely related to 
Clothilde, the 
great - foundation 
cow of that 
family and also 
carried a Nether- 
land Prince cross. 

Mr. Andrist did 
not own a pure- 
bred bull at the 
time he purchased Cushman Clothilde but was using a 
grade sire. As a result the first two calves dropped by this 
grand old foundation cow were grades. He then purchased a 
purebred sire. Cushman Clothilde dropped in all five pure- 
bred heifer calves. Mr. Andrist now owns a splendid herd 
of purebreds, consisting of 37 head, 34 of which are females, 
16 are cows in milk. He has in the past 15 years sold 
something over 70 head of registered Holsteins including 
bulls, cows and heifers. From the day of purchase of the 
original foundation cow not a single purebred female has 
been purchased on the farm. Everyone of these more than 
one hundred head are direct descendants of Cushman 
Clothilde. 

the books of the farm show that purebred cattle have 
been sold from this herd during the past fifteen years at 
prices varying from $25.00 to $1000.00. The total returns 
from surplus stock alone have been over $10,000.00. The 
herd today is valued conservatively at more than $10,000.00. 
During the entire time the cost of operating has been 
more than covered by the returns from the milk and 
butterfat produced. The one cow was really worth more to 
Mr. Andrist than his splendid eighty-acre farm. In fact, 
the one cow has paid for the farm. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Andrist has never done any official 
testing, consequently there are no A. R. O. records in the 
herd. However, various cows sold from the herd have 
made splendid records and even though official work has 
not been done in this herd the cows have made splendid 
records in the Dodge County Central

Editor’s Note: The consideration of questions of what to 
feed the dairy herd has given Holstein dairymen more concern 
than any of. their problems. We present herewith a chapter from 
the new Savage book, “Feeding Dairy Cattle,’’ on the subject 
of the proper ration for a dairy cow. We believe a study of 
these fundamental principles as set forth by Prof. E. 8S. Savage 
of Cornell University will be useful to readers of the World at 
this time. 

The Savage book has been revised and enlarged, and the 
third edition is now being published by the World in response 
to a large and growing demand for an authoritative and practical 
book on the subject of feeding dairy cattle. 

A second installment embracing preparing and feeding for Ad- 
vanced Registry tests will be published in an early number of the 
World. 


a dairy cow after she has freshened and is in full flow 

of milk. How shall we feed her to get maximum 
production? Farmers wish to know what is the “best” dairy 
ration. The answer must always be in terms of the sur- 
roundings on each person’s own farm. Perhaps it will be 
best to begin the discussion with a definition of the “best” 
dairy ration. That ration is the best which will bring about 
the greatest production at the least cost, and in looking at 
production in these days we must look at the records that 
the cows make as well as the actual milk produced. There 
is more money in the record and in the offspring than in 
the milk itself. The best breeders of purebreds look at the 
milk as a by-product. 

Before the ration itself can be consi-ered, a breeder 
must look to the conditions surrounding his herd We will 
only stop to consider these for a moment and just barely 
call attention to them. These things are five: kindness, 
light, pure air, pure water and an abundance of salt. 

Every animal in a dairy herd, which is well managed, 
will be so tame that the owner and attendants may catch 
her easily at any time in the open lot. A dog, be he ever so 
gentle, is of little use in connection with a dairy herd. A 
club or whip has no place in a dairy barn. 

Light and ventilation explain themselves. We must sup- 
ply all the light and pure air possible. It is not costly to 
provide light in a stable, neither is it very costly to provide 
very efficient means of ventilation in old stables if the 
owner is a live, hustling manager with his mind open to 
the best in his power for the comfort of his animals. All 
the dairy papers and experiment stations are ready at 
any time to help and suggest means of bettering stable 
conditions with plans which may be had for the asking. 
Most of these plans are simple and economical and 
farmers are fully capable of putting them into execution. 

Cows should be watered at least twice a day. The water 
should be pure and at all times of year it should be free 
from ice. It cows have a place to drink where ice does 
not form, and when they are watered twice a day, it does 
not seem necessary to artifically warm the water. The 
danger is to avoid chilling the animal so that she will not 
have to stand and shiver after drinking. Any system which 
will furnish pure water and which works so that the cow 
gets all that she requires, at least twice in twenty-four 
hours, is a good watering system. 

A cow should be furnished with about one ounce of salt 
every day. The practice of our best dairymen varies. The 
writer would suggest feeding each cow about two ounces 
three times a week, either in the grain feed or simply 
thrown into the manger any time during the day. So much 
for five fundamental conditions which must be made right 
in every herd for the best results. We may now turn our at- 
tention to the consideration of the ration itself. 

In this series of papers on feeding we like to be definite 
even if the papers are not so smooth in their general effect. 
In considering the formulation of an ideal ration, there are 
seven factors, that should be considered. They are: 

1. Bulk. 

2. Digestibility of the feeds. 

3. The relation of the nutrients—that is, the “balance” 

or nutritive ratio of the ration. , 

4. The variety of feeds. 

5. The suitability of the feeds to the animal and the 
products. 


T HE point of view in this paper is the proper ration for 





6. The palatability of the feeds. 

7. The cost of the ration. 

1. Bulk. Dairy cattle demand a certain 
bulk in the ration. This is secured by feedin 
feeds. Dry grain and hay do not meet this 
factor. Therefore silage or roots must be fed, 
ideal conditions we must furnish both.

2. Digestibility. We should always try to alrange the 
crops so that the most highly digestible feeds wil] be avail- 
able. Roughage must be fed, but the hay must always be 
well cured. There is probably no chance for straw in ap 
ideal ration. The concentrates must not be too bulky 
About one pound to the quart is a good rule to follow ia 
the mixing of grain rations. - 


3. Relation of the nutrients. Much has been said cop 
cerning the balancing of rations and the nutritive ratio 
The writer believes that the nutritive ratio should not be 
outside of 1:4.5 to 1:6. This means one pound of 
digestible protein to 4.5 pounds to 6 of digestible carbo 
hydrates and the fat in the ration. Most farmers do not 
care to compute the nutritive ratio of their ration or haye 
not learned to do so. It is advisable to know this because 
this relation is very important. However, if we make sure 
that at least one-half the grain mixture is made from foods 
containing 20 per cent. of crude protein, the nutritive ratio 
will fall between the limits 1:4.5 to 1:6 in almost every 
case. F 

4. Variety. No ration has sufficient variety unless there 
are three grains in the mixture. A good check is to have 
three or more grains in the mixture and to have at least 
four plants represented in the whole ration, taking into 
consideration in this check both the roughage and the 
concentrates. This is important in getting a sufficient 
amount of mineral matter and all the different nutrients 
required. 

5. Feeds suitable to the individual animal and to the 
product are always necessary. 

6. Palatability is very important in large production. 
Here is the place where the individuality of the animal is 
concerned. In a general herd ration, if there is succulent 
food in abundance at all times of year, the ration will be 
palatable to practically’ every individual and it is probably 
not worth while to have more than one general mixture, 
In feeding a cow an ideal ration for a special record, itis 
best to study her whims and personal likes. If roots cal 
be provided, the most palatable way to feed the grain is m 
sliced roots. 

7. Most important of all to most farmers is the factor 
of cost. The more valuable the animal and the more We 
can get for the offspring, the less we need to look at the 
cost of th’' ration. If a man is keeping the cows that meet 


the ideal that he should have, he can afford to feed then j 


all they can eat of the very best foods all the time. Hor 
ever, ideal rations may be selected with a great deal ot 
attention paid to relative costs. The method of choosing 
concentrates has been given and need not be repeated here 

Lastly, must be mentioned the amount to be fed.

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State Association Finances 


E BELIEVE there is no serious question of the 
W place that has been earned in state extension 
work by state organizations. The plan of build- 
ing up strong state organizations supported by the breed- 
ers of the state they represent has proven itself of suf- 
ficient value to warrant the extension of the idea as fast 
as circumstances will permit to every state or section 
where there are any number of Holstein herds. 

The problem of financing the state associations remains 
a large one and it has been particularly acute since 
financial conditions throughout the country have beer. 
so untoward. Several of the more progressive of these 
organizations, however, have apparently reached what 
will probably be a solution of the problem by the employ- 
ment of paid solicitors whose business it is to secure the 
subscriptions of the breeders on whatever lines is deemed 
necessary by the state organization for the adequate finan- 
cing of their businesses. In Ohio paid solicitors have aug- 
mented already splendid returns made by breeders in the 
general drive of a year ago and in the counties where 
they have worked have made the Holstein organizations 
practically 100 per cent complete. This has been accom- 
plished at a cost of from 10 to 14 per cent. Similar work 
has been undertaken successfully in Illinois, Missouri, 
New Jersey and will be undertaken in the near future 
in some of the other larger states, including New York, 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota. The idea of soliciting 
memberships comes from the methods employed by the 
Farm Bureau organizations throughout the country, and 
it is undoubtedly the most sensible, forceful, result-getting 
plan that has yet been devised for perfecting Holstein 
organizations. 

The average breeder upon whose. broad shoulders the 
job of carrying on the state organization must fall, and 
should fall, is to be commended for the way in which he 
has recognized the value of state organizations. The 
results from state organization work are of necessity more 
or less indirect. This is true of all extension work of 
this nature. All businesses have trade organizations in- 
tended to foster better business. Labor has its unions. 
whose purposes are clearly recognized as an essential 
by the membership of such unions. These organizations 
and unions are costly to maintain, yet they have produced 
wonderful results for the industries they represent and 
these results are recognized as of value and the organiza- 
tions and unions are maintained because of the value they 
give, yet the benefit is practically all indirect to those 
belonging to such organizations. We must recognize that 
Holstein breeders are no different than other business 
men and that they must see the advantages of state 
Holstein organizations or they wouldn’t support them so 
effectively as they have.

Let us quote this story farther: 

“About 12 years ago Mr. Dzuris purchased his 
farm of 125 acres, containing 60 acres of tillable 
soil, which at that time was cutting about 25 tons 
of hay. Now the farm is very fertile and produces 
more than 60 tons and plenty of silage and other 
roughage for feeding the 18 head of cattle which 
they own. During the first few years on the farm 
Mr. Dzuris kept grade Holstein cattle. Hedid 90 
well with these that three years ago he decided to 
purchase purebred Holsteins.

W. J. Gillett 


ILLIS J. GILLETT, veteran Holstein breeder, died 

W at his home at Rosendale, Wis., November 11, 1921, 

age 57 years. Mr. Gillett has been in poor health 
for some time due to a stroke of paralysis suffered about 
six years ago, but was only confined to his bed a few days 
pefore the end came. ; 

Mr. Gillett was born in Fond Du Lac township, July 26, 
1864. His father, Timothy K. Gillett, engaged in the 
business of breeding Holsteins as early as 1878, and for 
some time the firm was known as T. K. Gillett & Son. In 
1894, W. J. Gillett became a member of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association, being the first member from the state of 
Wisconsin. In 1902 he served as president at the National 
Association, was a member of the Board of Directors for 
fourteen years and for three years acted as Chairman of 
the Executive Committee. He has also been highly honored 
as a breeder in his own state, serving for two years as 
president of the Wisconsin State Dairyman’s Association 
and has also been president of the Wisconsin State Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. 

With the inaugration of semi-official testing in 1906, Mr. 
Gillett was quick to see the advantages of such testing 
and was one of the very first breeders with the exception 
of state institutions to take up long time work. He was 
the first breeder to develop a 20,000-lb. cow or a cow with 
over 800 lbs. of butter in a year. In the year 1907-8, the 
second year of semi-official testing, Mr. Gillett developed 
the three largest year record cows of the year, the list be- 
ing headed by Colantha 4th’s Johanna, with a year record 
of 27,432.5 lbs. of milk containing 1247.83 lbs. of butter. 
This grand cow is well known also as the first 35-lb. cow 
and for quite a number of years held all world’s butter 
records for every period from one day to 365 days. Mr. 
Gillett’s establishment, Springvale Stock Farm, has long 
been known as the “Home of the Johannas”. 

In 1886 Mr. Gillett was married to Miss Ernestine V. 
Samuels who survives him with their two sons, Elton S. 
and Forrest W. Gillett. The two sons are both members of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association and have been associated 
with the father in the breeding business for some years, 
and it is expected that they will carry on the breeding 
operations at Springvale Stock Farm. 

Mr. Gillett was prominent in religious, fraternal and 
political circles in his own community and his death is a 
deep loss to his own neighborhood, as well as to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian industry.

New Dairy Queen in Nebraska | 





Oak Lodge Corona Clyde No. 306134, 
owned by W. J. Jenkinson, Loup View 
Stock Farm, Monroe, Nebraska, is now 
champion milk producer in the 7-day, 
30-day and 365-day divisions in 
Nebraska. She is the first and only 
cow in the state to produce 30,000 
lbs. of milk in 365 consecutive days. 
Her record is 30,250.1 lbs. of milk and 
1009.667 lbs. of butterfat, equivalent 
to 1262.084 lbs. of butter. She dis- 
places La Verna Lincoln, the famous 
State Farm cow, whose record is 
29,554 bs. milk and 1,048.464 Ibs. fat. 
However, Oak Lodge Corona Clyde is 
the only other cow in the state to pro- 
duce 1000 Ibs. butterfat, so they now 
occupy a dual throne. 


The story of Oak Lodge Corona 
Clyde in her race for leadership is 
without thrills, so evenly and steadily 
did she work. First, she is built for 
the part, a beautiful animal of true 
dairy type, deep, with wonderful heart 
girth and the constitution it indicates, 
straight, with a perfect udder and the 
veining which would be expected 
from such production. Second, her 
great ability to consume food and 
transform it into milk, as demon- 
strated by her average production of 
83 lbs. of milk or a ten gallon can 
full every day for the entire year, 
which contained 3.45 lbs. of butter. 
Third, her steady development from 
freshening at 2 years through succeed- 
ing lactations with consistent gains as 
a study of her records given will show. 
Fourth and not least, was her care. 
But once in the entire year with its 
milkings, four times, did the owner 
allow her to be milked by other than 
himself. She, with her daughter, 
Loup View Corona, occupied a portion 
of the test barn, which was screened 
from flies. The heat in June was so 
intense that Mr. Jenkinson installed 
an electric fan in her quarters. to 
make it cooler and provide better 
ventilation. 


Her feed was produced on the farm 
with the exception of oil and cotton 
seed meal and salt. These were 
combined with corn and oats ground 
together and bran to form the grain 
ration. This was supplemented by 
beets, chopped green corn (in the 
summer) and alfalfa hay with all the 
fresh water she could drink. There 
was no secret formula or patent feed. 
Just a farm ration for a farm cow. 


Oak Lodge Corona Clyde freshened 
October 10, 1920 at the age of 5 years, 
8 months, 2 days, and was placed on 
official test October 16th. Her best 
seven day yield was 776.8 lbs. milk 
and 23.308 lbs. butterfat, equivalent to 
29.135 lbs. of butter, 30-day yield, 
$205|9 Ibs. milk and 96.710 Ibs. butter- 
fat, equivalent to 120.888 lbs. butter 
both strictly official. Her best day 
yield for one day was 115 Ibs. milk, 
which would be approximately 14 
gallons. 


During the year the first 46 days 
were strictly official a two-day official 
test each succeeding month with two 
verification tests, due to her excessive 
yield. She closed her test at mid- 
night, October 15, 1921, coming off in 
the pink of condition, with every in- 
dication that she can duplicate or even 
exceed this year’s record if given 
opportunity when she freshens in the 
spring. She is due to calve May 7, 
1922 showing that her power to repro- 
duce has been in no way hurt by her 
strenuous year’s’ work. Her grear 
uniformity is best shown by the daily 
average of the last 15 days of her 
test which was 64.7 bs. milk contain- 
ing 3.07 lbs. of butter. 

The first burst into prominence by 
Oak Lodge Corona Clyde came at the 
State Fair in Lincoln in 1917 when she 
notonlywon second honors in the show 
ring but junior prize for butter pro- 
duction. The prize in the senior class 
was won by another member of the 
Loup View herd. However, Corona led 
all others in both classes over all 
breeds. Coming home, she was placed 
on test when she made an official 
record of 546.2 lbs. milk and 20.025 
Ibs. butter as a 2-year-old. She was 
continued on semi-official test for 305 
days with three times a day milking, 
making 15,100.3 lbs. milk and 582.375 
lbs. butter. In at 8-months-after 
calving test at this time she made an 
A. R. O. record for 7 days of 315.7 lbs.

Arkansas Valley Cow-Testing Asso- 
ciation 


During the month of October 221 
cows tested in the Arkansas Valley, 
Colorado, Cow-Testing Association 
produced an average of 813 Ibs. of milk 
containing 28.4 lbs. of butter-fat with 
an average test of 3.5 per cent. The 
average feed cost per hundred pounds 
of milk produced was $0.53 and the 
market value of the milk was $1.80, 
leaving a profit over cost of feed of 
$1.27 per hundred. 

The highest producing cow in the 
Association was a pure-bred Holstein 
owned by the Green Mountain Dairy 
of Lamar, with a production of 1932 
Ibs. of milk and 69.5 Ibs. of fat. The 
next four highest cows were all Hol- 
steins, Guy Gilbert of Lamar owning 
the second highest cow with a pro- 
duction of 1779 lbs. of milk containing 
65.9 lbs. of fat. The third highest cow 
was owned by the Arkansas Valley 
Sugar Beet Co. with a production of 
2040 lbs. of milk and 65.5 Ibs. of fat. 
There were 37 out of 221 cows that 
produced over 40 Ibs. of butter-fat or 
1000 lbs. of milk. 

Ray Gilbert of Lamar had the high- 
est producing herd with an average 
production of 1523 Ibs. of milk contain- 
ing 58.6 lbs. of fat. Their average 
profit over feed cost was $25.20 per 
head. Guy Gilbert of Lamar had the 
second highest producing herd with 
an average production of 1266 lbs. of 
milk and 42.6 lbs. of fat. 

The outlook for dairying in this lo- 
cality is very promising. The demand 
for good dairy stock is excellent, and 
the prices have held up very good. 
Quite a number of dairy animals have 
changed hands. Farmers who have 
never milked before are buying cows 
and starting in, and those who are al- 
ready in the game are increasing and 
bettering their herds. The two Gil- 
bert brothers seized a rare opportun- 
ity, when the A. B. S. Co. offered its 
herd for sale, and bought 20 head of 
the tops. The two herds composed 
of these cows are named in the high- 
est five this month. The Helvetia 
Milk Condensing Co. shipped two car 
loads of nice heifers and springers 
from Illinois and had no difficulty in 
placing them. The condensery’s new 
milk receiving station at Holly will 
soon be under construction. 

The American Beet Sugar Company

If roots are not available it might 
be well to purchase dried beet pulp 
and soak up about three or four 
pounds per cow and feed the grain on 
this soaked beet pulp in place of 
sliced roots. 

In case no roots or beet pulp are fed, 
a little more grain would be advisable.
